garden before failing. 
Not Seen In Uni. Club. 


Employes of the University club, 


however, did not see Kinsinger come 
into the club lobby. They said it was 
quite possible that he may have left 
the elevator and walked to the roof 
garden without coming in view of 
the desk. Elevator operators did not 
remember seeing Kinsinger 
enter 


the building. 
One of the first persons to see 


Kinsinger after the fall was Miss 
Alma Strube. stenographer in the 
office of 
Robert G. Simmons 
on 
the seventh floor. "I heard some- ! 
thing strike the roof." Miss Strube ' 
said, "and 
when I looked out the 


window a man was lying there. 


Several persons working in seventh 


floor offices heard the body strike 
the roof. An ambulance was called 
and Dr. O. D. Ellis went out on the 
roof to give the injured man first 
aid. Kinsinger apparently fell on 
his h"ad. His sailor straw hat was 
crushed across his face. 
Dr. F. S. Furman also attended 


Kinsinscr before the injured man 
was taken to the hospital. Dr. Fur- 
man and Dr. Welch treated Kinsin- 
ger at the hospital. 


Unconscious. Kinsinccr was car- 


ried from the west, end of the roof 
to the mouth of the fire escape on 
the east side of the building.

Has Until September To 


Present Plan Of

PLATTSMOUTH, Neb.. July 3— 


At the conclusion of a hearing in 
District court here Monday on the 
application of the Murdock bank for 
an injunction to prevent the state 
banking department from liquidat- 
ing the bank, Judge D.'W. Livings- 
ton made an order giving the bank 
until Sept. 5.

It was stated at the hearing that 


from Feb. 11, 1933, until Jan. 10, 
1934. the bank did a limited banking 
business under an agreement signed 
by 98 per cent of the depositors. 
During this year it paid off all its 
bills payable, and rediscounts in the 
sum of $47.000. Some objectionable 
notes were also eliminated. 
Last 
Januarv. however, the department 
took charge and it was then that 
application was made for an in- 
junction.

Certainly there are superior indi- 
viduals, and certainly there are su- 
perior environments and conditions 
m the lives of certain individuals.

Heads Still Rolling 
By ARTHUR 
BRISBANE. 


Still the news is from Germany, 


everything else dwindles. Old Pres- 
ident Hmdenburg congratulates all 
the survivors. Some of the dead may 
be better off than the living. 


According to press 
dispatches, 


Roehm, who had fought at the side 
of Hitler since the beginning, did 
not commit suicide. Left with a 
loaded revolver in his prison cell, he 
refused to kill himself and after be- 
ing grvcn "10 minutes more," was 
shot down by a firing squad. 


The former kaiser, one of whose 


sons is reported locked up, the 
others out of sight, expresses amaze- 
ment 
at 
Hitler's 
energy 
and 


strength. He says Hitler is "stronger 
than ever." 
It is clear the chancellor does not 


lack strength of will or swiftness of 
execution. Before he had 
seized 


complete power he predicted "heads 
v.ill roll." They are rolling, and Hit- 
ler's head man, Goebbels, predicts 
that "more heads will roll." 


The shootings, suicides, arrests 


and denunciations in Berlin recall 
days of the French revolution when 
Mirabeau, treacherously serving the 
royalist party, would have been 
guilllotmed had not death taken 
him first; Danton, the intellectual 
force of the revolution, was executed 
by Robespierre. Robespierre m turn 
was guillotined, his jaw broken so 
that he could not talk at the last, 
verv painful for a 
revolutionist 


Marat, the last that rose to power, 
was butchered in his bath by the 
French girl. Charlotte Corday, and 
at last Napoleon came to put them 
all at work killing people in other 
countries, for his glory. 


What is to happen? Hitler had 


built his tower high, stood on the 
top, while Germany held its peace, 
or shouted: "Heil Hitler!" giving 
the Nazi salute. That tower appears 
to be crumbling at the bottom, un- 
dermined by inside treachery. 


Suppose 
it 
falls, 
and 
Hitler 


crashes with it. what next? There 
is only too good reason to fear that 
sa\age atrocities and reprisals might 
ensue, massacres on a big scale, not 
onlv of Germans of Jewish blood, 
of whom Hitler had tned to make 
national scapegoats, but also of 
other Germans guilty of achieving 
success, or possessing wealth. 


What will happen politically if old 


Hmdenburg proves mistaken in his 
message to Hitler, "you ha\e saved 
the German people from grave dan- 
ger?" Suppose they are not saved? 
The former kaiser says Hitler's 


power "is now at its highest." 


Suppose the next step is the 


downward plunge. What then? 


All serious politicians in Europe 


ask themselves that question. 


That the Hitler collapse would be 


j followed by horrible -violence is only 
too probable. What would come 
afterward' 


Would extreme "red radicalism" 


come to the front to take control? 
Would there be that union of Rus- 
sia and Germany that many Ger- 
mans advocated immediately after 
the signing of the Versailles "treaty?

Recommendation that the park 


department install an automatically 
controlled liquid chlorine distributor 
at the municipal pool •was made by 
the city health ad\ isory board Mon- 
day afternoon. 


According to Dr M F. Arnholt, 


city health supermtenent, the cast 
would be between $700 and $800 
Chlorine is put into tne water at 
the pool now but theie is no auto- 
matic control and when the pool is 
crowded the recommended chlorine 
ratio of not less than thies-tenths 
parts to a million parts of water is 
lowered to one-tenth, Dr Arnholt 
said. 


The new system would eliminate 


the danger of eye infection. The 
city is also in position to test the 
water in the pool in its own labora- 
tory, Dr. Arnholt stated and labora- 
tory services will be available to all 
pools within the city. 


The board also adopted the re- 


port of a special committee headed 
by Dr. E G Zimmerer that the 
isolation hospital continue to be 
used for contagious diseases but that 
tuberculosis cases be taken care of 
at hospitals at a slightly higher fee 
than for the former cases. 
The 


higher fee is necessary since the 
patient needs more indnidual atten- 
tion atd diet supervision. 


Dr. Arnholt reported that the 


health department 
had operated 


within its income again in June and 
although the first period of the 
fiscal year showed a heavy deficit, 
the economies in effect now would 
bring the expense to about 51,500 
more than the income expected and 
that the total budget would balance 
approximately.

laborators stated today. 
The resignation or removal of 


Franz Von Papen to make way for 
Goering was presumably being dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the cabinet 
in the offices of Chancellor Hitler. 


Announcement 
of developments 


may be delayed until late afternoon, 
informed sources stated. 


Meanwhile the Nazi press depart- 


ment through its chiefs issued an 
official estimate of the 
number 


killed during the "second revolu- 
tion" at "below 60." 


The official list, it was stated, will 


be made public as soon as a few 
remaining cases still to be judged 
are disposed of. 


Hitler Receives Von Papen. 


Von Papen was received by Chan- 


cellor Hitler before the cabinet as- 
sembled. The vice chancellor re- 
mained with him for a brief time, 
then left in an automobile in which 
were seated two men in civilian 
clothes and 
one Schutz 
Staffel 


guard. 


So far as could be learned Von 


Papen did not attend the cabinet 
meeting. 


Guards 
in front of his home, 


withdrawn for a time early today, 
were doubled later in the morning. 
Movements of the vice chancellor 
were guarded with the greatest 
secrecy. 
His entourage refused to answer 


questions, and his home telephone 
either was disconnected 
or else 


orders had ben given not to reply. 
It was unoficially reported that 


Van Papen and Chancellor Hitler 
had reached a truce in their differ- 
ences over the former's outspoken 
criticism of certain aspects of the 
Nazi regime. 


Resignation Expected. 


A stern admonishment was issued 


by President Paul.Von Hindenburg 
that the dapper Von Papen must 
not be harmed. Hindenburg placed 
responsibility for his safety upon 
the reichswehr, or standing army, 
now back in a powerful political 
position. 


Despite reports of the agreement, 


Von Papen is expected to resign. He 
has been absolved of guilt in the 
abortive plot against the govern- 
ment, although some of his sub- 
ordinates w<*/e implicated. 


A sharp swing by the govern- 


ment away from radical tendencies 
is expected if Hitler and Von Papen 
have come to terms.

Heavy Precipitation In

Temperatures 
mounted 
again 


Tuesday after scattered showers and 
rains brought them down here and 
over the state Monday night. 
In 


Lincoln, a .05 of an inch shower 
shortly after 6 o'clock Monday eve- 
ning tumbled the mercury to 72 ae- 
grees at 6:30 o'clock, a drop of thirty 
degres from the day's high of thirty 
degrees, recorded at 3 o'clock. 


The mercury hit the 93-degrce 


mark here at 12:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. 


The Monday evening shower was 


the second of the day to fall hero, 
.04 of an inch rain having fallen 
early Monday morning. Scattered 
rains and showers fell over a wide 
area in eastern Nebraska during the 
day. 
In the Clearwater vicinity, 


near Neligh, wind, rain and hail 
lashed the countryside and a small 
twister demolished every building 
on the Louis Michael farm except 
the farm home, the Associated Press 
reported. No person was injured. 


Heavy Rain Near Ericson. 


Monday's hardest rains, ranging 


from one to 1% inches fell in the 
Ericson, Greeley and Horace vicin- 
ities, according to the Burlington. 
Showers to quarter-inch rains fell 
from Ashland to Waterbury. A trace 
to a shower was reported from Bur- 
well to Palmer and from Lincoln to 
the Missouri river. 


After the evening shower forced 


the mercury down t9 72 degrees 
here early in the evening, the tem- 
perature climbed back in two hours 
to 82 degrees at 8 o'clock and held 
until midnight at 80 degres. A low of 
72 degrees was reached again at 4 
and 5 o'clock Tuesday morning. By

climbed to 78 degrees.

Nebraska's crops are described by 


A E Anderson, state and federal 
agricultural statistician, as having 
reached the "rain or disaster" stage. 


"Everything is in danger," Ander- 


son said as he called this years 
drouth by far the worst within his 
experience and the situation at the 
opening of July this year far more 
serious in Nebraska than after the 
long June heat -wave of 1933. 
"There is no comparison with the 


situation last year." he said. "It was 
so much better then. Last year we 
had growth on our corn and forage 
crops despite the heat, we had 
moisture reserves in the soil, we had 
good stands, we had pasturage and 
prospects for a fair hay crop. 
"This year we don't have any sub- 


soil moisture, pastures are gone and 
forage crops are just coming up. It 
all depends on the rain. If we don't 
get it and get it continually, our 
crops can't stand this withering 
heat."Need Above Normal Rain. 


Anderson said a few showers now 


and then might nurse crops along 
but could not produce satisfactory 
yields. He said the state must have 
considerably 
more than normal 


rainfall in July and August -when 
the precipitation generally is light 
and get it at regular and frequent 
intervals. 
The situation has grown worse the 


last two weeks, he said, despite some 
June rains, as it is two weeks nearer 
autumn and the intense heat has 
more than balanced rainfall in most 
sections. 


Sections which have received good 


rains, he said, still could produce 
crops but he said about 30 counties 
which he considers the real drouth 
area face an extremely serious situ- 
ation. These include the extreme 
northwestern counties, such central 
counties as Valley. Greeley. Sher- 
man. Howard. Buffalo and Dawson, 
all counties from York. Clay. Adams 
and Webster east to the Missouri 
river, and parts of Saunders, Doug- 
las, Sarpy and Washington counties.

The present policy Is just the opposite—it terrifies 
the people into submission, at the same time arouses 
In them the feelings of horror, distrust, and hatred 
Tor those directing the bloody crusade. 


Sooner or later, a reaction from the current cx- 


cesses is bound to conic. The methods of tyranny 
often defeat 
Its purpose. Smoldering resentment 


among the populace may burst Into flame some day 
nnd overwhelm the dictator. Even the brutal slaugh- 
ter now taking place connot permanently quell op- 
position. 


It Is obvious that the Hitler government will be 


weakened In Us dealings with other nations, what- 
ever may happen in 
Germany. 
Its 
international 


conduct for some time past has been virtually that 
of an outlaw, and developments of the last few 
days are not at nil reassuring. 


The dynamite In the situation, as It affects 
the 


outside world, is Hint Hitler may eventually be driv- 
en by domestic discord Into picking a quarrel with 
some other country ns a means of regaining the sup- 
port of his own people. That expedient, has been re- 
sorted to many times by rulers who were faced with 
revolt nt home.

SEEING IT THROUGH.

HE decision of prominent officials in the farm 


administration to Inform Industrial regions of 


the consequences of drouth In the corn belt is most 
commendable. Stories of the most alarming charac- 
ter have born put afloat. 
Repented references to 


starvation nnd to the necessity of 
moving people 


from certain drouth-afflicted areas to other locali- 
ties nre apt to furnish the basis for a distorted view, 
with resulting additional harm. 


Tt Is true- there hns been a loss of small grains, 


either partially or completely, over a wide area. 
It 


Is true the problems confronting livestock growers, 
due to a shortage of feed and the loss of pasturage, 
are acute. It is true thnt in 
some spots, relief 


measures will have to be supplemented. But a sane, 
commonsense view. ba5ed upon facts is needed bad- 
ly unless there is to be serious interruption in the 
recovery program. 


Now :is to Nebraska. 
Recently the statement was made in this column, 


that, conditional upon harvesting of a 
fair 
corn 


crop, the corn income for the season of 1934 would 
exceed that of the precedng year by a substantial 
mm. 
The 
fncts support this statement. Without 


harvesting a bushel of wheat, oats, rye, or barley, 
without husking a wngonload of corn. Nebraska starts 
out with a lump sum equal to a third of the total 
farm income of 1932. When preliminary and final 
payments on wheat, corn, and hog allotments are 
made. the Nebraska farmers -will have been enriched 
to the extent of from 42 to 43 million dollars. Wheat 
was reported a totnl loss, and yet harvest returns 
have revealed some surprising yields. The Inst report 
of the federal and state crop statistician indicated a 
crop of 11 million bushels, compared with 21 million 
bushels a year igo. Yet the increase in price beT 
tween the harvest of 1933 and 
the present market 


means the growers will receive nearly as much, if not 
msre. for the smaller yield this year than they did a 
year ago. In ninny localities, pastures are improv- 
ing: the hay crop outlook is good: the second cut- 
tins: of alfalfa will be much larger: com is making 
excellent progress, although in need of rain: and 
the picture 
could be much darker. 
There are so 


many sources of farm income that to put the finger 
upon one. two. or three spots, 
fails entirely to set 


forth the real facts. For that reason, every Nebras- 
kan should recognise, without minimizing the serious- 
ness of the drouth, it still is possible there will be 
more actual income for farm homes in Nebraska than 
in 1933. 


The drouth is not a new story here. The state has 


experienced crop loss before and has come through 
with flying colors. We are not going to fold up here: 
we are not going to quit: we are not gong to give up 
the battle. 
Whatever develops, people will meet it 


in the best possible spirit, and they will continue 
living here. 


And. the diversified farm program, a product of 


snore thsn twenty years of careful planning, will pull 
much of the sting of drouth, in contrast to earlier 
misfortunes through which Nebraska passed.

Instance as an 
end and never 
m e r e l y as a 
means." If Euro- 
pean factionlsts 
h a d s t e e r e d 
their course bv 
t h a t principle 
they would not 
be so near the 
breakers as they are at present. The 
soul and substance of enlightened 
democracy Is contained in Kant's 
axiom. 
To deny it implicates slavery as 


the sole alternative. If our fellow 
men are never a means to be ex- 
ploited then they are an end to be 
served. Aristocratic theories of so- 
ciety which advocate the culture 
and comfort of the few at the ex- 
pense of the many are one thing. 
Democratic 
theories 
of equality, 


v.hich insist that all men and wo- 
men are at least alike as human 
beings and therefore entitled to com- 
mon justice and common oppor- 
tunity, are another and a very dif- 
ferent thing. 


Here the issue is joined. In the 


world we occupy the individual is 
often at the mercy of many pow- 
erful forces and it is only by per- 
sonal protest and vigorous political 
action that his liberty can be pre- 
served at all. The difficulty with 
popular sovereignty is that it :s 
slwaj-s hard to infuse large scale 
government with the spirit of true 
democracy. But genuine Americans 
will not surrender it nor are they 
inclined to do so by the recent de- 
velopments of autocracy 
in 
the 


countries you name.

In certain periods which enjoyed 


H strong religious unity dominating 
racial and economic differences the 
bloody god Mars has been seriouslv 
hampered. Possibly 
if a 
united 


church had been in"existence in 1914. 
it could have prevented the World 
war. 
But that is purely speculative. 


Our present military era. on the 
other hand, was introduced by one 
nf the greatest geniuses of war. 
Napoleon the First. It 
generated 


the idea of the nation 
in arms 


which resulted 
in 
frightful mas- 


j-acres of the plain people, and aft- 
erward brought about in 1914 the 
worst demonstration of international 
anarchy and cruelty known to his- 
tory. 


One of the chief sources of hostil- 


ity to modern democracy is its ad- 
mitted inability to stop war. If it 
continues to fail in the future in 
that respect as it has in the past 
democracy may yet be supplanted 
bv the man on horseback. Milltar- 


ir-m and popular Rovernment 
are 


foresworn foes, for where the one: 
rules the other serves. But refer- 
ences to historical blindness in this 
matter and to the dire consequences 
resulting therefrom, are not partic- 
ularly helpful to the average man. 
He may be willing to set aside his 
religious or political bias, and ask 
what he can do to end this common 
threat. 
The answer should be clear, but 


it is not. Our period is afflictc-d 
with various groups of ideals whicn 
divide men, and until we can find a 
common ground of reconciliation the 
ideal for world peace cannot avail 
against a nation set on armed con- 
flict. To move from lawlessness into 
rn ordered internationalism is a 
difficult task involving many ex- 
periments wlich In turn require 
much patience. Sober and cautious 
treatment of the obstacles confront- 
ing peace may not satisfy its most 
ardent advocates. Nevertheless this 
ij the surest way out of the im- 
passe. Any barrier which tends to 
limit war is ardently to be desired. 
Another "truce of God" proclaimed 
by all the churches of Christendom 
and sustained by their constituents, 
would help to choke off the fire- 
eaters and sabre rattlers who still 
maintain that man must ever and 
anon be crucified on the cross of 
war if he is to retain his maiihood.

Claims Decrease 


In Tax Valuation 


A decrease of $52,000 in taxable 


valuation of its sleeping cars oper- 
ated in Nebraska is claimed by the 
Pullman Co. in its report to State 
Tax Commissioner Smith for 1934. 
The company is assessed on the 
basis of the number of cars used 
and mileage run within the state 
during the previous calendar year. 


Its returns show that in 1933 


there were 216 standard sleeping 
and parlor cars operated over 2,617 
miles" of railroad track in Nebraska. 
The number of tourist cars is given 
as 21, covering 827 miles. The com- 
pany asks to have the sleeping cars 
assessed for $10,962 each and the 
tourist equipment for $1,975. 


The state board of equalization, 


however, valued the cars at $14,160 
and $6,728, respectively, in 1933. and 
these valuations will probably be re- . 
lained for the current year. 


On that basis, and after taking 


into account a decrease of 37 in 
number of standard cars used last 
year and an increase of 3 in the 
number of tourist cars, and also 
figuring in some difference in mile- 
age operated, the company would be 
assessed 
at 
$520,765 
this year, 


against $572,910 in 1933.
